“We have already sent a letter to the Building 
Trades Department of the American Federation of La- 
bor urging it to support our stand and work for the pro- 
gram,” Murray added. 

“But don’t misunderstand me,” the building trades pres- 
ident emphasized, “T don’t mean that all WPA funds should 
go for PWA. I realize that relief remains a serious need. 
But PWA gives the mechanics of our industry an equal op- 
portunity for a job and we believe a sounder base for recov- 
ery.’

Lehman Sets 
Veto Record 
During 1938 


Disapproves 30 Percent 
“of Measures Passed 
' at Last Session 


ALBANY, April 18 (UP).—Gof- 
ernor Lehman established a new 
veto record today as he disapproved 
30 per cent of the 1,061 bills passed 
by the 1938 legislature. He signed 
741. measures, the lowest during the 
six years he has served as State’s 
chief executive. 

As the governor completed action 
on the bills statistics showed that 
320 were disapproved. All of the 
vetoed measures were among the 
926 sent to him during the closing 
days of the past session. 

While the number of proposed 
laws vetoed was not the greatest, 
the percentage was the highest since 
1935. That year, with both houses 
Democratic-controlled, the governor 
acted on 1,325 bills, signing 980 and 
yetoing 345. — 

Many of the governor’s current
